This makes three dailies in Toronto in which these 
naail order houses are financially interested, In Montreal it came out 
in legal proceedings recently that. one of the oldest daily papers there had 
parsed into the hands of the chief owner of a rising mail order house 
which aims to monopolize the trade in Eastern Canada.

Parents need to learn that 
their own mental moods and sym- 
pathies with right or wrong serve to 
stamp, to birth-mark their children, 
either favorably or unfavorably. The
